Fierce Fire Licks Up Entire 
Business District. 


LOSS ESTIMATE $2,000,000. 
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HANDSOME 400,000 COURT- 
HOUSE IN RUINS. 


Assistance Came From Springfield, 
Peoria and Decatur, but Flames 
Spread by Wind and Con- 
trol Not Gained Till 
This Morning. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., June 19.—The bus!i- 
nessa district of Bloomington is in ruins 
from a fierce fire which was discovered at 
midnight, and which was not gotten under 
control until 8 o'clock this morning. The 
fire destroyed five solid blacks of business 
houses, the McLean.courthouse and serious 
Camage was done to 
joining. 

The origin of the conflagration is a mys- 
tery. It was first discovered in the Madel 
laundry, on East Monroe street, opposite 
the police headquarters. The total loss will 
reach $2,000,000. 

One life was lost, a boy being killed by 
falling walls. This was the only serious 
casualty. The firemen think that the fire 
Must have been in progress an hour be- 
fore it was discovered, 


In an incredibly short time the build- 
ing of four stories adjoining the laundry, 
occupied by B.S. Green, wholesale saddiery, 
Was in ruins. On the south was the new 
postoffice building. The wind, fortunately 
for this structure, blew in an apposite 
direction, and by great exertions it was 
saved, Jumping west, the flamas then de- 
stroyed the Durley lock, extending be- 
tween Jefferson and Moanroe e.treets In 
thie block were the following stores:

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JAPAN LEARNING THE LESSON 


The Japanese are beginning to realize that progress is not 
an unmixed good, when institutions which are rooted in the 
past cannot be readapted to the new conditions. 

Already they are talking of the law of Malthus. Mr. Will- 
jam B. Griffis, the author of several books on the island em- 
pire, publishes some statistics of population whioh certainly 
indicate a very sturdy but perplexing condition of national 

ealth. 

4 In 1868 all sumptuary laws were abolished and the new in- 
dustrial system initiated. The pessimism of Buddhism gave 
way to an aspiring optimism. 

In 1853, when Perry's guns woke up the sleeping nation, 
Japan contained a population of less than 30,000,000. In 1872 
the census showed 33,000,000. From this time the increase was 
@tartiingly rapid. In 1886 there were 38,000,000 and in 1895 
42,000,000 inhabitants. Including Formosa the total popula- 
tion today is 46,000,000 and Mr. Griffis, using scientific meth- 
ods, predicts a population of 100,000,000 in 1950. 

With this increase in population comes progress and with 
progress comes poverty. The Japanese are learning the bit- 
ter lesson of the Occident. The economic conditions there are 
essentially the eame as in Europe and America, and the so- 
lution seems to be equally remote.

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DONT KICK HIM; HE HAS FRIENDS. 


Mr. Alfred Austin is not without friends. So critics must 
think twice before they kick him. : 

The laureate's Mafeking rhymes have been attacked as 
ridiculous. But it is replied that these attacks indicate 


| eved by the dictionary makers. But that is no reason 
why the laureate should forget it. “Delhi” in Delhi is pro- 
nounced “Delly.” If this is true Mr. Austin must stand 
acquitted of false rhyme. But the question already asked 
by the Post-Dispatch remains unanswered. Why did the 
laureate use the far-away word “melley” when he could 
have obtained the same rhyme without going beyond the 
periphery of bis own body? 

But the best defense of Mr. Austin is, that he does the 
best he knows how. And it is rightly observed that he is 
entitled to as much consideration as the piano player for 
whom that plea was successfully employed. 

This may not help his reputation as a poet, but it may 
temper condemnation of his work. The man who does the 
best he can does nobly. 
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The Chicago Times-Herald prints a sympathetic review of 
the St. Louis World's Fair plans, with portraits of Gov. 
Francis, Mr. Cobb and their associates, who bear the heat 
and burden of the day. Our sister city by the lake enters 
heartily into the project. Chicago has.a store of experience 
in such enterprises from which we can draw at will. The 
Times-Herald writer concludes his paper with these appre- 
clative words: “Each (city) has its mission to perform, and 
as Chicago assumed the responsibility of her world’s fair 
and paid for it, so St. Louis has taken up her mission of 
1903, and promises that her own greatness warrants it in 
being.” 
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A LESSON ON MONOPOLY. 


St. Louis has had a severe lesson on the evil of street rail- 
way monopoly in private centrol or, to put it in arfother way, 
on the value of competition in street transportation so long 
as the franchises are held by private corporations. 

The consolidation of St. Louis’ street railways under the 
trust law passed by the State Legislature and approved by 
Gov. Stephens absorbed all except one street railway line-- 
the St. Louis & Suburban. Since the first week of the strike 
that line alone has run with safety and regularity. Only the 
people living near that line have had safe and constant trans- 
portation facilities. 

On the other hand the struggle of the St. Louis Transit Co. 
with its employes and the company’s refusal to settle the 
differences by arbitration deprived the people of St. Louis 
in all parts of the city served by its lines of street railway 
facilities. Business in every quarter of the city dependent 
upon the monopoly for transit service was paralyzed. If, in 
accordance with the purpese of the consoNdation promoters, 
the one free line had been absorbed the paralysis of business 
would have been complete. 

The important question now is, what is to be the effect of 
the lesson? What is to be done to relieve the business in- 
terests and the general public interests of St. Louis from the 
menace of monopoly in control of its street railway facilities? 
Are all the publec and private interests of St. Louis to be 
subject to the power of a gigantic trust organized and con- 
ducted to realize the largest profits from monopolized fran- 
chises? 

This is a question vital to the welfare of St. Louis, de- 
manding prompt and effective action from citizens of St. 
Louis and the public officials in charge of their interests. -It 
is a plain business question for business men.

When British political leaders find a member of the House 
of Commons “inconvenient’”’ they “translate” him to the 
House of Lords. He is said to be kicked upstairs. This 
is what Mr. Platt and the New York political syndicate pro- 
pose to do with Gov. Roosevelt, and he seems unable to pre- 
vent it. A Vice-President is politically a nobody; unless per- 
haps Roosevelt is big enough to recreate the office and in- 
vest it with the importance which it ought to have. But, 
after all, the rvugh rider need not feel melancholy until after 
the election. May be the next Vice-President will be a 
Democrat. 


It is quite possible that a really great man, elected to the 
Vice-Presidency in 1900, might be elected to the Presidency in 
1904. Can that office effectually conceal greatness? Will not 
superiority burst out in one way or another? The office does 
not keep a man from either speaking or writing to his fellow- 
citizens or taking a statesmanhke position upon any public 
question. 


China could not be killing foreigners now if she had fol- 
lowed the precepts of Confucius, and the Christian nations 
would not now be preparing to seize the empire if they had 
due respect for the commands of their scriptural teachers. 
All nations are suffering from a lack of practical religion. 
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‘Tt is worth any cost in bloodshed,” declares Bishop Crans- 
ton, “if we can make the millions of Chinese true and intel- 
ligent Christians.”’ But bloodshed is the Mohammedan, not 
the Christian method. And would the Chinese surviving the 
massacres ever be anything more than hypocrites? 

Since the packing incident to a crush on one car line, cars 
have been opened in front as well as rear, to the great con- 
venience of the packed people in the aisle who now do not 
have to squeeze all the way back to the rear exit.

OMNIBUS LINE 


Will Compete With the Tran- 
sit Company. 


MAHON GOES EAST ON SCHEME. 


GOV. STEPHENS WILL ARRIVE IN 
ST. LOUIS TUESDAY. 


Until the Governor Reaches Here Po- 
lice Officials Will Not Decide 
on the Sheriff’s Posse 
Question. 


St. Louis is about to enter into another 
epoch in the strike histury; bus lines, op- 
erating modern buses, drawn by harses 
and manned by uniformed former employes 
of the transit company, are to be operated 
in opposition to the transit trolley care and 
driven in the transit company’s tracks. 

President Mahon departed Tuesday morn- 
ing for Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland for 
the purpose of shipping to St. Louis 450 
regulation buses which the union has se- 
cured in Chicago and Cleveland and to 
negotiate with the manufacturer in Cleve- 
land for the purchase of automobiles for 
use in the boycott against the transit com- 
pany. 

He wil] also call the national board of 
Street Railway WPmployes’ Union together 
in Detroit, the national ‘headquarters of 
the organization, and a call on the 
13,000 members of the unien in this coun- 
try for an assessment of $1 each to take 
effect immediately, the funds to be applied 
to the relief of the St. Louis strikers. 

In addition to this intelligence the strik- 
ers’ headquarters feceived information 
Monday that the United Mine Workers of 
America, Which claim a membership of 
100,000 in the United States, had made en 
immediate assessment of $1 each on all 
members of the organization for the relief 
of the strikers, the funds to be appl'ed to- 
ward the fitting out of bus lines and buy- 
ing of horses. 

ecretary Mack Missik said to the Post- 
Dispatch at 1 o'clock Tuesday that a com- 
mittee of the union had been getting op- 
tlons on severa!) hundred horses to be used 
in conjunction with the buses as soon as 
th arrive. The wagons now in use he 
explained would be replaced by buses as 
fast as possible. 

“The national organization of the stree< 
railway employes own several hundred 
buses in Chicago,"’ said Secretary Missik, 
“and it also controls over 200 buses in 
Cleveland which were used in the street 
ear strike in that city. The first consign- 
ment of buses will arrive in St. Louls in 
one week from yesterday and we have the 
teams and equipment to start them imme- 
diately. The bus is a smal! carette which 
Will seat 20 persons. The conveyances will 
be, driven by union motormen and will be 
manned by union conductors. They are 
comfortable affairs with cushioned seats 
running the length of the bus on both 
sides of the vehicle, as the street cars are 
constructed.”’ 

Harry Bryan, national oranizer of the 
union, who is in charge of the strike situa- 
—— in the absence of President Mahon, 
teld the Post-Dispatch President Mahon 
would probably conclude a satisfactory deal] 
while in Cleveland for the acquirement by 
the union of several hundred automobiles 
that could easily carry 10 ta@12 persons and 
had the power to run 8 miles an hour, 
through snow. These vehicles, sald Mr. 
Bryan, had been thoroughly tested in the

Charlies J. Cornwell, 56361 Vernon avenue, 
a clerk in the Missouri Pacific Railroad of- 
fices and a lieutenant of the posse, 
pany M, was the first witness Tuesday. He 
said: 

“I was standing in front of the barracks 


I saw some one throw something. I saw 
some men rush toward the man who tarew 
the brick. I ran with them. Some one 
struck me with his fist. We caught the man 
who 1 believed to be the brick thrower. 

“I was pretty badly scared myself, for 
one bullet had been fired over my shoulder. 
1 cannot give the names of any deputies 
who fired. I recognized only Col. Cavender 
and Deputy Johnson of Company F on the 
street, also Dr, Woodruff. 

“I saw one of the Thomases shoot—the 
one who wae shot down. He fired twice; ! 
saw that distincily. I don’t know what 
became of the revolver he had. He fired 
one shot over my shoulder while I was 
facing north and he was facing south. | 
think he put his revolver up alongside my 
neck. I was thoroughiy excited at the 
time, thinking that my time had come. | 
couldn't say who else fired, for | was not 
thinking of anybody but myself just then.” 

Lieut. Cornwell denied that he was cluD- 
bing Thomas over the head with his pistol, 
as witnesses had testified. He said that 
after the shooting he called out Company 
M, 50 or 60 men, but none of them did 
any firing. 

George ti. Small, 4236 Westminster avenue, 
United States sub-treasurer and a deputy 
sheriff, eald that he saw no brick thrown, 
but heatd the glass crash. 

“T saw Adjt. Webster pass around the 
end of the car and attempt to pull some- 
body out of the line. I think I saw two or 
three other deputies there, but did not 
recognize them individually.’’ | 

John H. Overall, judge-advocate of tne 
posse, said that his impression was (that 4 
striker broke a window in the car with his 
umbrella; it did not sound as if a brick 
had hit the glass. 

“Then Capt. Robinson ran out to arrest 
the man. e was followed by Sergeant 
Sparks and then perhaps by Deputy Hur'- 
butt. Capt. Webster then followed. These 
deputies tried to arrest a man and there 
was resistance. I then saw Deputy . ae A 
Kennett and about the same time Col. Bat- 
dorf. About the time Col, Batdorf got there 
1 heard the report of a pistol. he next 
thing I heard was an explosion on the 
granite of the street just where these men 
were. At the time I thought it was a 
bomb, but afterward in talking with some 
of the men I learned that a revolver had 
been dropped. That may have been what 
I heard and saw, but I still think it was a 
bumb, because there was more blue to the 
flame than would have been produced Dy a 
pistol. Immediately after this one of the 
men disengaged himself, there was a shot 
from a riot gun and this man fell, An- 
other riot gun was fired just after. I don't 
know who fired either shot. The whoie 
action was like a kaleidoscope.” 

Witness was asked to name the depu- 
ties who were in the group when the first 
man—Edward Thomas—was shot. He 
named Webster. Robinson, Kennett, Bat- 
dorf, Sparks and Huributt. 

Mr. Overall did not know the names of 
the two men who were on guard at the 
Washington avenue entrance to the bar- 
racks at the time of the shooting, but 
thought he would be able to designate one 
of the men, who was elderly and wore a 
long beard. 

Mr. Overall wae asked if he gave an in- 
terview to a newspaper in which he sald 
that he was so fearful of trouble Sunday 
that he did nott go to church. He replied 
that he read in the Sunday morning papers 
that a large parade of strikers was toa pass 
the barracks. 

“I Knew that If 2000 
afternoon in East St.

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SAYS RESULT SHOWS WISDOM OF 
ORGANIZING POSSE. 


BETTER THAN THE MILITIA. 


Outcome, He Declares, Sustains Him in 
the Position He Took in the Matter 
of Calling Out State Troops. 


to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 19.—Goyv. 
Stephens, just prior to leaving hfs office 
for St. Louis today, where he goes to attend 
a meeting of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, gave out the following statement: 

“I have been brutally criticised by many 
of the St. Louis and eastern newspapers 
for not sending the militia to St. Louis to 
guard the property of the transit company 
and to preserve the peace. 1 believe that 
military forces should never be used except 
when the civil authorities have wholly 
failed to protect property and to preserve 
the peace, and on this principle I have act- 
ed througnout the St. Louis strike. 

“In dealing with the question of the street 
car strike it must be borne in mind that it 
differs from any other strike in the diffi- 
culties to be met with in preventing dis- 
turbances. In the firet place, in a strike on 
a eteam railway, the property and the In- 
terests affected are scattered over many 
hundreds of miles of territory,-while in the 
case of the street railway strike the whoie 
of the property involved is in a city and 
all of it exposed to the depredations at any 
time from all lawlessly inclined, whose acts 
of violence may remain undetected by the 
depredator merely stepping into a dark al- 
ley or around the corner of the street, or 
entering a house, after interfering with the 
company’s property. 

“And again the lawlessly inclined will 
take advantage of an alleged spirit of sym- 
pathy with the strikers to give bent to their 
naturally vicious dispositions. These facts, 
when considered at once, show that indi- 
vidual acts of violence and disturbances 
of the peace are likely to accompany. any 
Street railway strike in the city. The rec- 
ord ef this strike shows this to be true. 
The transit company has 40 miles of street 
railway track in St. Louis and every mile 
of it is readily accessible to disturbance by 
these so inclined. rf 

am so informed, and believe it to be 
true, that those tn charge of the general 
interests of the strikers have eonstantly 
counseled desistance, an the part of the 
strikers, from acts of violence or inter- 
fvurel ce with the property of the street car 
company. 

“I am led to believe that the majority 
of the strikers have conducted themselves 
in a peaceable.manner. No organized and 
concerted movement to incite or earry on 
a riot has come to my notice. It is true 
there bpave been sporadic outbreaks in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, and, in individual 
instances. citizens have been § interfered 
with, but these things enly called for 
stringent enforcement of locai police regu- 
lations, Such enforcement of the police 
pov.er was had. ' 

“The statutes of Our state provide that 
a sheriff's posse could be called and util- 
ized as a part of the local police force to 
aid in preserving the peace. It is clear to 
my mind that it was intended that this 
method of reinforcing the ordinary police 
power should be first resorted to In case 
of unusual disturbances in the city. This 
conetruction of the law left the matter in 
the hande of the civil authorities, because 
the police and the sheriff and his posse 
were but civil officers and thus was carried 
out the spirit of the section 27 of the bill 
of rights of Missouri, which declares: ‘That 
the military ehall always be in strict sub- 
ordination to the civil power.’ This section 
means, of course, so long as at all prac- 
ticable the military shall be in gubordina- 
tion to the civil power. 

“The character of the disturbances in 8t. 
Louls at once suggest to any one that the 
duties ta be performed to preserve the 
peace were of the nature of police duties, 
strictly, and not of a strictly military 
character. This being so, I was and am 
yet, of the opinion that the local civi!] 
authorities were more competent to per- 
form poliee duties than the state militia. 
But. it has been suggested by those criti- 
cising my acts that the situation in St. 
Louts demanded that the strong arm of the 
military should be laid upon the city, be- 
cause tne local authorities were not equal 
to the occasion. 

“The St. Lou's Police Board should know 
the situation as well as any one. That 
board has never yet notified me that the 
police authorities and the sheriff's 
could not control the situation. It is true 
Sher'ff Pohlman wrote and told me last 
week he thought the militia should be called 
and thought the” po@se and the polce 
could not control matters, but yesterday in 
@& paper hostile to my administration, and 
one which has abused me shamefully for 
not calling out the militia, th’'s letter of 
Sheriff Pohiman’s apepars: 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., June 17, 1900. 
To the Honorable Board of Police Commissioners 

Gentiemen: All reports made to me by members 
of the posse confirm my Own impression that a very 
radica! change has taken place in the condition of 
our city. The immediate parties to the controversy 
may be as far apart as ever, and the general public 
seemns determined to give effective expression te 
its sympathy in the conflict, Dut it cannot be said 
that violence on a large scale is now resorted to. 
The offenses reported are pot the result of con- 
certed action. but are of a character to call for the 
usual police contro! 

I venture to sugeest, therefore, that In view of 
thie changed situation, the retirement of the posse 
ought to bé considered—tf not the discharge—at least 
the withdrawa! White it is true that the ure of 
ower is sormetimes necessary to restore peace, it 
s equal'y true that the unnecessary display of 
ower is not best calenlated to maintain that peace, 
f suggest that !t would be well to test the question 
whether or not this community is now ready to 
exercise its usual self-control, and in al! reapects 
to express and to assist ite position within the 
recognized limits of the ‘aw of the land.

LIVED 34 YEARS IN CONSTANT 
GOOD HEALTH. 


Fear That He Might Not Be Able to 
Retain Health and Employment 
Drove Him to Self 
Destruction. 


August Hufnagel was driven to suicide 
by his first iiness, after 34 years of unin- 
terrupted health. He drank carbolic acid 
at his home, 2752 Lafayette avenue, Monday 
and died four houre later. 
was a salesman for Schaefer 
butchers, at 2756 Lafayette av- 
his eight years of service 
he was known to hundreds 
of families in South 8t. Louis by reason 
of a special talent which made him val- 
uabie both to his employers and to thelr 
cue tlomers. 

Many a Sonth Side housewife, when 
asked what she was going to have fur 
dinner, would reply: “I don’t know; I will 
leave it to Hufnage!.’’ 

Hie had a fund of unfailing good humor 
and a remarkable memory which enabled 
him to recal] just what each customer had 
ordered on his previous visits, and could 
be safely intrusted with the duties of his 
eelf-won office of dinner-getter extraordi- 
nary. ; 

Up to three weeks ago he had health 
and abundant means to support his wife 
and two children. At that time he con- 
tracted blood paisoning in his left arm. 
The arm was swollen to the shoulder and 
rendered useless. Up to this time he had 
never had occasion to employ the cervices 
of a physician.

Monday afternoon he visited the homes of 
number of his customers in company 
with Joseph Watts, another salesman for 
the firm. He returned hwme about 8 
o'clock and retired after drinking a cup of 
coffee. Half an hour jater his wife heard 
him groaning and went to his room. He 
seemed to be in great pain and a bottle 
which had contained carbolic acid was 
found on a table near his bed. 
Dr. Luyties was summomed, 
imposs.ble to save Hufnagel’s 
died shortly after midnight. 
Mrs. Hufnagel said to the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday that she knew of no cause for her 
husband's suicide, except t®at he suffered 
constant pain, and that he feared his in- 
jury would render him unable to retain 
his employment.

UP TO THE MAYOR 


Board of Public Improve- 
ments Declares a Breach. 


COMPANY EXCUSES NOT TAKEN. 


HOGAN SUIT SUPPOSED CAUSE OF 
DELAY. 


If the Mayor Signs the Board’s Reso- 
tions the Contract Will Be Re- 
voked and New Lighting 
Bids Asked for. 


The board of public improvements Tues- 
day tnorning declared a breach of contract 
under which the Kern Incandescent Gas- 
light Co. was to have furnished the illumi- 
mation for the streets and alleys of the 
district west of Jefferson avenue, south of 


Chouteau avenue and north of Cass avenue 
for ten years, beginning Sept. 1, next. If 
the mayor approves the action of the board 
new bids will be advertised for and the 
contract relet at once. 

Messrs. Ayrault and Katzenberg of the 
company appeared before the board Monday 
and explained the company’s position. From 
their remarks, it was evident that the sui 
filed by Citizen Hogan here and other legal 
complications were responsible for their in- 
action. 

Mr. Ayrault told the board that no rea- 
sonable business man would expect his 
company to ship $125,000 worth of materia! 
into the State of Missouri, ae the carrying 
out of the contract would necessitate, as 
long as there was a possibility of that ma- 
terial being seized by the city, as the law 
permits, In case they should be legally pre- 
vented from finishing the work the con- 
tract called for. 

Ayrault and Katzenberg did not appear 
Tuesday morning and the board, after a 
brief discussion. in which City Counselor 
Schnurmacher took part, adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, By the Board of Public Improvements 
of the city of St. Louis; that, 

Whereas, On the 26th day of May, 1900, 
board, upon probable cause, believing and sup: 
posing that the conditions, covenants and agree- 
ments of contract No. 55096, between the Kern 
Incandescent Gaslight Co. (hereinafter for brevity

In the ten years the contract 
would run, Sewer Commissioner Hermann, 
explains, this difference would amount fo 
over a half million dollars. 

The Board of Public Improvements Tues- 
day morning adopted a resolution declaring 
that the Kern Incandescent Gaslight Co. 
had committed a breach of contract.
